Requirements  for  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  are  established 
by  the  Maryland  State  Board  of  Education.  Local  education 
agencies  may  add  requirements  beyond  the  ones  established  by 
the  Board. 


Students  may  receive  a  Maryland  High  School  Diploma  by  success- 
fully completing  three  requirements: 

1.  Satisfactorily  completing  four  years  of  approved  study 
beyond  the  eighth  grade.  (For  alternatives  or  exceptions  see 
COMAR  13A.03.02.02d.  Alternatives  to  Four  Year  Enroll- 
ment.) 

2.  Demonstrating  competency  in  the  areas  of  reading,  writing, 
mathematics,  and  citizenship  and  participating  in  specific 
activities  in  arts  and  physical  education,  world  of  work,  and 
survival.  Specific  details  may  be  found  in  COMAR  Bylaw 
13A.03.02.02b. 

3.  Earning  a  minimum  of  20  credits  beyond  grade  eight  in  the 
following: 

English  Language  Arts                                              4  credits 

Social  Studies  3  credits 

Mathematics  2  credits 

Science  2  credits 

Physical  Activity  Program                                         1  credit* 

Electives  8  credits* 

TOTAL  20  credits
